Fighting erupts in Laos 


VIENTIANE (U PI) — Fighting has 
broken out in three locations in Laos 
between rightist forces and pro-Commu- 
nist Pathet Lao troops backed by North 
Vietnamese Forces, Defense Minister 
Sisouk Na Champassak said today. 
Sisouk told a news conference that the 
fighting began Monday about 100 miles 
north of here when the Communist 
troops overran five government posi­ 
tions 
The defense minister said there was 
also fighting in two other locations in 
south and central Laos 
“ I don’t know if it is a North 
Vietnamese or Pathet Lao initiative and 


what they are pushing for," Sisouk said 
‘ But these are flagrant violations of the 
cease-fire agreement which I strongly 
condemn " 
Sisouk 
said at least 
15,000 North 
Vietnamese troops were confronting 
government 
troops 
throughout 
the 
country, in addition to another 35,000 
North 
Vietnamese forces who are 
guarding the Ho Chi 
Minh trail in 
eastern Laos 
Sisouk 
said he had 
protested the 
fighting 
to Deputy Prime Minister 
Phoumi Vongvichit, the ranking Pathet 
Lao 
member 
of 
the 
coalition 
government, who sent an inquiry to the 


Pathet Lao headquarters in eastern 
Laos. 
Sisouk quoted Phoumi as saying he 
had no control over Pathet Lao troops 
outside the administrative capital of 
Vientiane and the royal capital of Luang 
Prabang 
Both are neutralized cities u n d e r the 
Laos peace agreement 
The defense minister said fighting 
broke out near the two government 
towns of Phou Soung and Mok Lang 
Chang, in the mountains about six miles 
east of Highway 13, which connects 
Vientiane and Luang Prabang, about 100 
miles to the north 


Within two days the Communist 
troops, armed with artillery, rockets 
and mortars, overran five government 
positions 
in 
the area, killing 
two 
government 
soldiers, he said. 
The 
Communists advanced to only one mile 
from Highway 13, as government forces 
retreated, he said 


"We shall protect Highway 13 at all 
costs," Sisouk said 


The defense minister said, the reports 
of the fighting in southern and central 
Laos were sketchy but that it appeared 
to be taking place east of Savannakhet 
and south of Pakse

Threat to Saigon increases by the hour 


SAIGON (U PI) - The U.S. Embassy 
began burning "nonessential" papers at 
its closely guarded compound today as 
the military threat to Saigon increased 
by the hour. 


The British embassy said it also was 
burning its files and Australia warned 
its citizens to leave. 
The U.S. aircraft carrier Enterprise 
left Manila unexpectedly and there were 
reports it might be heading for South 
Vietnamese waters to help with any 
emergency evacuation of Americans. 
The U.S. Embassy said it was stepping 
up evacuation of nonessential American 
personnel in line with President Ford’s 
order to cut back the 4,000 or so 
Americans in South Vietnam to 1,000. 
But only 35 Americans arrived today at 


Clark AFB in the Philippines from 
Saigon 


South Vietnamese military sources 
said elements of 10 North Vietnamese 
divisions were deployed in an arc north, 
northeast and south of Saigon and some 
members 
of 
an 
11th, 
the 
North 
Vietnamese 312th Commando Division, 
have already infiltrated into Saigon. 


The 
closest 
North 
Vietnamese 
divisions were reported near Bien Hoa, 
14 miles north of Saigon, and at Long An, 
25 miles south of the city. In addition to 
infantry divisions the Communists also 
have an artillery division equipped with 
long range 130mm artillery pieces, an 
antiaircraft division with SAM missiles, 
and a tank division in the capital 
vicinity. 


South Vietnamese military 'souices 
said revised estimates of Communist 
troops showed about 80,000 men. There 
are about 51,000 combat effective South 
Vietnamese troops around the capital 
and an estimated 100,000 home guards­ 
men including teen-agers and men too 
old for normal military service. 


The sources said the Communists and 
South Vietnamese have about equal 
numbers of armored vehicles. The South 
Vietnamese are believed to have about 
120 combat aircraft. 


A squad of Communist commandos 
attacked 
South 
Vietnam’s 
major 
communications center only five miles 
from the heart of Saigon today but was 
driven back before it could inflict 
damage. Government troops also beat 


back an attack on the Long Bmh army 
base 14 miles northeast of Saigon during 
the night. 
Military reports indicated a new 
Communist attack was under way at 
Phan Thiet, the capital of Binh Thuan 
province, 100 miles east of Saigon and 
the last government enclave on the 
South China Sea. An American pilot said 
he and other members of his airline 
refused to fly to the city two days ago 
because they were shot at on the 
runway. 
The American Express Co. formally 
closed its doors in Saigon today, joining 
at least a half-dozen other American- 
owned firms and one French company 
which have shut down. Other firms have 
trimmed their operations and pulled out 
American staff members.

statement appeared to confirm French 
radio reports that thousands of Phnom 
Penh citizens started fleeing in panic 
before 
dawn 
when 
loudspeakers 
mounted on Khmer Rouge military 
vehicles began broadcasting appeals for 
immediate evacuation. 
The French newscasts said Khmer 
Rouge forces apparently issued the 
order for fear the capital they captured 
Thursday would be bombed or shelled. 
Some French radio broadcasts said 
that thousands of Phnom Penh residents 
plus remnants of fleeing Republican 
army troops fled across the frontier into 
Thailand in such a rush that they 
smashed the frontier barriers. 
The newspaper Le Monde said in a 
front 
page 
report that the 
panic 
appeared to be subsiding. The paper said 
rumors had swept Phnom Penh before 
the flight that American planes might 
come and bomb the town 
The 
Soviet 
News 
Agency 
Tass 
reported life in the Cambodian capital 
returning to normal and that "scores of 
thousands" of peasants were returning 
to their farms. It said the population of 
Phnom Penh, normally 600,000 persons, 
had been swollen to 2 million as refugees 
flooded into the city. 


An unconfirmed report by diplomatic 
sources in Saigon said an air force pilot 
of the former government bombed the 
radio transmitter just south of Phnom 
Penh Thursday afternoon. 
Prince Norodom Sihanouk was quoted 
today 
in Peking as 
saying 
Khieu 


Samphan, leader of the Khmer Rouge 
and 
deputy 
premier of Sihanouk’s 
government in exile, will make a policy 
statement soon as head of the Royal 
Government 
of 
National 
Union of 
Cambodia. 
A host of nations began recognizing 
the new Cambodian government without 
waiting for his statement, including all 
members of the Association of Southeast 
Asian Nations — Singapore, Malaysia, 
Indonesia, Thailand and the Phillipines. 
Laos also recognized the new regime. 
Sihanouk, titular head of the Khmer 
Rouge, received congratulations today 
from Mao Tse-tung, President Tito, 
Yasser Arafat, King Hussein of Jordan 
and 
the 
Soviet 
Communist 
party 
newspaper Pravda on the fall of Phnom 
Penh. 


Diplomatic sources in Saigon and 
Bangkok said it was believed that the 
former government headed by Prime 
Minister Long Boret still was in control 
of several provincial cities, particularly 
in the northwest near the border of 
Thailand. 
But the whereabouts of Long Boret 
remained 
a 
mystery. 
Cambodian 
sources 
in 
Bangkok 
said 
he 
was 
captured 
while trying to 
board a 
helicopter to fly to Thailand, but there 
was no confirmation. Long Boret was 
one of the officials on the rebels’ death 
list. 
Gen. Sak Sutsakhan, the last acting 
president 
and 
arm ed 
forces 
commander, arrived early today at U 


Tapao airbase in Thailand, sources in 
Bangkok said They said he got out 
barely 
five minutes ahead of the 
Communist-led rebels. 
The French radio said the population 
of Phnom Penh was streaming out of the 
Mekong River city into the surrounding 
countryside although the Khmer Rouge 
gave no hint who was threatening the 
city with bombs or shells. 
Some French radio stations said the 
Khmer Rouge, who captured the city 
Thursday, wanted to clear the capital of 
its refugee-swollen population so as to 
be 
freer 
to 
gain 
control 
over 
administrative services. The Khmer 
Rouge also may wish to 
let the 
population return only after a thorough 
check, according to the broadcasts. 
Although the new government leaders

official 
announcement, 
Sihanouk told the Japan Broadcasting 
Company that the Phnom Penh regime 
would follow a neutralist foreign policy.

All-year school idea 
sparks local debate

A committee of Buena Vista PTA, last 
night survived a highly vocal attack by 
critics to conclude the first of 11 
presentations on the all-year school 
Committee chairperson Mary Ann 
Marsh told an audience of about 60 
persons that her committee of 
12 
members had gathered material and 
studied the question of the all-year 
school since January of this year She 
gave some statistics on the all-year 
school 
in 
California, 
listed 
the 
advantages and disadvantages of the 
system as compared to the present nine- 
month school system, and then opened 
the floor to questions That’s when the 
critics had their hour. In the end, 
members of the audience filled out 
survey forms on the question to be 
opened next week In the meantime at 
the request of the critics, the forms 
were deposited in a locked box and the 
key sealed in an envelope. 
There are 10 more sessions scheduled 
on the question, but all that could be 
academic. Marsh told the audience the 
committee 
would 
ask 
the general 
membership for further guidance at a 
regular meeting next Wednesday If the 
members want to end the matter, the 
question of the all-year school for Buena 
Vista will end right there, but on the 
other hand. Marsh told the audience, if 
the members wish, the committee will 
"pursue the matter further." 


In a preamble to her audio visual 
presentation, Marsh declared: "Year- 
round education is simply the utilization 
of a school facility for the entire year as 
opposed to the traditional method of 
closing the school for the summer 
months. 
Year-round 
education 
recognizes the fact that learning is a 
life-long need or desire of all of us and 
thus attempts to provide the continuing 
educational 
opportunity 
to 
the 
community on a voluntary' basis." 


She said there are about 128 schools in 
California presently operating on the 
year-round 
education 
system 
in 
programs covering 
75,000 students 
Thirty-eight 
school 
districts 
are 
presently using one or another of the 
various all-year systems, she said and 
another 62 districts are considering pilot 
programs. 


She 
said. 
"The California 
State 
Department of Education believes and 
encourages that 
each district offer 
where feasible a year-round education 
program as an option even if those 
desiring 
the 
program 
are 
in 
the 
minority...’ The important thing to note 
is the word, option, not mandatory, but 
voluntary " 
The 
statement 
that 
the all-year 
program could be implemented with 
minority approval, drew fire from 
critics. Marsh countered the criticism 
with the declaration that the 45-15 all- 


year program under study could be run 
in the same school plant with a nine- 
month systern for those who preferred 
the traditional 
Marsh described the 45-15 system at 
some length 
"In the 45-15 block 
arrangement all students attend school 
during the same 45-day period and have 
vacations during 
the 
same 
15-day 
period This plan breaks up the fatiguing 
nine-month 
attendance 
session 
and 
spaces vacation periods at nine-week 
intervals The 45-15 plan utilizes the 
vacation periods for voluntary extra or 
special instruction — just like summer 
school — these periods are called 
intersessions Under this system the 
student and his teacher attend the same 
number of days as are attended under 
the nine month system li e. 175 daysi 
and 
have 
all 
the 
normal 
holiday 
vacations." 
She said the advantages of the system 
were 
Vandalism 
during 
summer 
months 
is 
reduced, 
curriculum 
advances are possible — mostly during 
intersessions, 
remedial 
work 
is 
increased 
for 
the 
slow 
learner; 
mtersessions allow additional courses in 
weak subjects; learning 
loss during 
long summer vacations is reduced, and 
there is a reduction on the emotional 
tensions of school for both students and 
teachers ” 
Disadvantages were listed: "Start up 
money is required to convert to a year- 
round program, A transfer student may 
encounter 
difficulties; teachers may 
object to shortening their vacation 
units; conflicts in vacation schedules 
may arise within a family, sibling 
rivalries may occur, the community 
may be unwilling to accept the new 
system, there is no positive academic 
gain under the new system given the 
same number of attendance days." 
Marsh 
told 
the 
audience 
her 
committee had solicited information on 
all aspects of the all-year school concept 
and had read everything they could find 
on the subject. 
Critics charged the committee had 
done some of its work in secret, had 
slanted its presentation to favor the all- 
year school, and that a majority of the 
PTA members were opposed to the all- 
year 
program 
Marsh 
and 
other 
committee members denied the charges 
and said members would have ample 
opportunity to express their views on the 
subject One critic declared that school 
principal Lloyd Crossman was a "ring 
leader" in promotion of the all-year 
concept. Crossman who was present 
denied the charge 
"Come to the meeting on April 23 and 
you can help decide whether to go ahead 
with this,” Marsh finally told the 
critics. 
In the audience were Edward Rodgers 
and Alberta Morgan, both unsuccessful 
candidates in the last school board 
election 
Connally acquitted, eyes

WASHINGTON (U PI > — Former Treasury Secretary John Connally, acquitted on 
charges he accepted payoffs of $10,000, is considering re-entering political life some 
day. 
A four-man, eight-woman federal court jury deliberated for six hours and 45 
minutes Thursday before clearing the former Texas governor of charges he 
accepted cash in 1971 from milk producer lobbyist Jake Jacobsen for helping win 
higher government milk price supports. 
The tall, silver-haired Connally, his family, and his defense lawyers all burst into a 
round of bear hugs, back slapping, kisses, smiles and tears after the jury foreman 
read the verdict. 
His wife, Nellie, the only one of the four Connally women who didn’t cry, nodded 
her head and whispered audibly, "Oh, thank you! ” Later she squeezed her husband's 
arm and said to him, "Now everyone knows what we know ’ 
In freeing Connally, the jury rejected Jacobsen’s testimony that he paid Connally 
$5,000 on each of two visits to his Treasury Department office and later conspired 
with him to cover up the transaction 
Edward Bennett Williams, Connally’s lawyer, had called Jacobsen "a perjurer, a 
swindler and a scoundrel" who "bore false witness” against Connally to get a light 
sentence and to cover up for pocketing the cash himself

Cancer agents found 
in city water survey 


WASHINGTON i U P II — The 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency said today a survey of 
the nation’s drinking water 
supplies found a 
suspected 
cancer causing agent present in 
low amounts in each of 79 cities 
tested 
EPA Administrator Russell 
R. Train said the chemical, 
chloroform , 
apparently 
resulted in most cases at least 
in 
part 
from 
chem ical 
re a c tio n s 
caused 
by 
chlorination of the water 
But Train stressed chlorina­ 
tion still appears to be the best 
way to handle a variety of 
public health problems and the 
agency 
was 
not 
about 
to 
recommend it be dropped 
The EPA also said a more 
comprehensive survey showed 
concentrations of the cancer 
causing 
gas 
vinyl 
chloride 
dissolved in both treated and 
untreated water supplies of 
Miami. It also showed traces of 
vinyl 
chloride 
and 
another 
suspected 
carcinogen, 
bis-2 
ether, in Philadelphia's treated 
water supply 
EPA officials were reluctant 
to recommend any particular 
method of treatment to remove 
the substances from the water, 
saying they preferred to get at 
the source of the problem 
instead of treating the end 
result. 
Chloroform was found in the 
water supply of every city 


tested, ranging from as high as 
311 micrograms per liter in 
Miami and 309 in Huron, S.D., 
to a low of 0 2 in Tucson, Ariz. 
Chloroform is a suspected 
cancer causing agent in its 
gaseous state although less is 
known about its impact when 
ingested 
EPA ordered the survey last 
fall after the Environmental 
Defense 
Fund 
reported 
a 
sig n ifican t 
relation ship 
between cancer deaths and 
drinking water taken from the 
Mississippi River in the New 
Orleans area 
The group said there would 
be 50 fewer cancer deaths 
every year among white males 
in 
New Orleans 
if cancer 
causing agents were removed 
from the water 


The fund’s study said the 
Mississippi itself was polluted 
with industrial wastes and that 
ch lo rin a tio n 
in 
w ater 
treatment plants turned some 
others into carcinogens 


“ Our basic conclusion from 
the survey released today is 
that the problem of organic 
chemicals 
in 
public 
water 
supply systems exists through­ 
out the country.” Train said, 
“ And even at the low levels we 
found, the chemicals are a 
matter of concern that war­ 
rants the diligent carrying out 
of our safe drinking' water 
plans.”

New 
York, 
said 
the 
unemployment rate, now at a 
natonwide level of 8 7 per cent, 
would climb to 9.5 per cent this 
year before it starts to decline. 
“ Businessmen are reluctant 


to hire new workers as soon as 
they experience a recovery 
because they are not sure it is 
permanent and because they 
would like to restore efficiency 
to their operations.” 
The recession entered the 
record books as the longest —15 
months —since the depression 
of the 1930s with the fifth 
consecutive quarterly decline 
during the first three months of 
this year. The sharp plunge in 
the first quarter was the worst 
since the nation dismantled its 
war machinery in 1946 
Among 
other 
indications 
pointing to recovery: 
—The Federal Reserve said 
the nation’s monetary supply — 
cash in hand and in checking 
accounts —rose 5.5 per cent to 
an average of $287 3 billion in 
the last four weeks. 
—The stock market regis­ 
tered its eighth consecutive 
gain 
in the 
third heaviest 
trading session in New York 
Stock Exchange history. The 
Dow Jones industrial average 
rose 3.75 to 819 46, the highest 
close in nine months.

CARDING TON, England (U P li - The flying 
saucer is for real —and stamped "made in 
Britain 
Its first flight was hardly impressive It lifted 
off. wobbled along for a few hundred feet and 
dropped to the floor 
But its makers say better things are to come 
The model that flew Thursday inside a giant 
hangar on the Royal Air Force Base looked just 
like the flying saucers of the old space movies: 
.'10 feet around and 94 feet high, with a rim of 
portholes around the edge 
John West, head of the firm that designed it. 
said it was a prototype of what will someday be 
a 700-foot craft capable of hauling 400 tons of 
cargo thousands of miles 
“ It’s not a gimmick,” West said 
The Skyslnp.’ in fact, is a radically designed 
balloon propelled by eight miniature electric 
motors driving six inch plastic propellers. 
Helium-filled bags filled inside the saucer’s 
white sailcloth skin provided the lift, and a

down,

“ Any basic design must take into account the 
problems you're trying to solve,'' West said 
' Only a saucer design can satisfactorily solve 
the problems of the airship we have in mind. 
“ Its role is to lift up goods and take them right 
to the site where they're used It doesn’t need 
ports, airports, harbors, major roads, any 
infrastructure It’s ecologically sound — little 
noise, almost no pollution, great fuel economy ”

feet in diameter that could carry 400 tons for 
3.500 miles at a speed of 90 miles per hour.

Malpractice insurance bill 
passes easily in Assembly 


For new cars in 1977 
Tighter auto exhaust rules set 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - Legislation to 
assure the availability of malpractice insurance 
for doctors and other health professionals in 
California has easily passed the Assembly 
Designed as a temporary solution to the 
current 
medical 
malpractice 
crisis, 
the 
measure (AB818) by Assemblyman Alister 
McAlister, D-San Jose, was approved on a 68-2 
vote Thursday and sent to the Senate 
It will require liability insurance companies 
to “ pool resources” to provide malpractice 
insurance in counties where it is not available. 
Argonaut Insurance Co., which supplies the 
majority of malpractice insurance in Northern 
California, has announced it will discontinue 
such insurance after May I. An estimated 4,000 
doctors in the northern part of the state would 
be without insurance if the company drops its 
coverage. 
McAlister said without insurance many 
doctors will be forced to stop practicing 
“ If this happens,” McAlister said, “ you’ll 
have a citizens uprising like you’ve never seen 
and I wouldn’t blame them ” 


McAlister’s measure requires all liability 
insurers in the state to form a pool to provide 
malpractice insurance It would also create the 
California Medical Malpractice Underwriting 


If^countles where doctors could not obtain 
medical 
m alpractice 
insurance, 
the 
commissioner of insurance could authorize a 
pool to provide coverage for the doctors. 
The Assembly Select Committee on Medical 
Malpractice 
Thursday 
announced 
it 
has 
endorsed a package of eight bills which 
Chairman Howard Berman, D-Beverly Hills, 
said would provide a long-range solution to the 
problem 
The measures, among other things, would 
establish a mandatory screening mechanism to 
weed out nuisance suits, reduce the percentage 
an attorney receives from a personal injury 
award the larger the dollar size of the award 
and allow doctors and patients to enter into 
voluntary but binding agreements to resolve by 
arbitration disputes about medical care. 
The select committee also has endorsed 
McAlister’s measure.

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Churchs attack world hunger 


United Press International 
The nation s religious com­ 
munities have taken on issue of 
world hunger with a seeming 
vengeance 
For the first time since the 
early 1960s, religious leaders 
and spokesmen have found 
themselves with an issue in the 
political field on which they 
have the broad backing and 
concern of the people in the 
pew 
To cite just one example, the 
American Lutheran Church has 
reported that contributions to a 
special world hunger appeal 
sponsored by the 2 4 million 
member 
denomination 
last 
year exceeded $1 million. 
Other examples could also be 
cited, across the board spec­ 
trum of theological and eccles- 
siastical differences that make 
up the American faith com­ 
munity but it is plain that when 
appealed to on the basis of 
charity, the American church­ 
goer responds 
An increasing number of 
church leaders —relief experts, 
bureaucrats who keep an eye 
on Washington and theologians 
concerned about the social 


implications of 
the Gospel 
-are beginning to say that 
charity isn’t enough 
According to these experts 
the world food crisis is a 
complex and long-range prob­ 
lem, transcending the immedi­ 
ate spectre of starvation and 
famine in such places as the 
African Sahel and India and 
Bangladesh 
Solutions to the problem, in 
the view of these experts, will 
demand potentially radical ac­ 
tion both by the government 
and by individuals, action that 
could disrupt and dislocate the 
comfortable life of affluent 
church people 
For denominational leaders 
that poses the problem of how 
to keep 
their 
membership 
behind them while at the same 
time 
moving 
them 
toward 
support of programs that same 
membership is likely to find 
offensive. 
In Roman Catholic circles, 
for example, Fr. J. Bryan 
Hehir, director of the Division 
of Justice and Peace of the 
Catholic Bishops’ action arm, 
the U.S. Catholic Conference, 
is one of the leading experts on 


the food crisis. 
Hehir's analytical presenta­ 
tion of the problem to last 
November’s meeting of the 
American Catholic hierarchy 
was primarily responsible for 
the bishop's adoption of a 
strongly worded pastoral plan 
of action. 
In his presentation, Hehir 
argued that the food crisis 
could no longer be viewed as 
just a matter of humanitarian 
charity. With Pope Paul, he 
argued that there is a "right to 
eat," and that meant the issue 
had to be dealt with in terms of 
social 
justice 
rather 
than 
charity. 
The bishops picked up the 
thrust of that argument and 
declared they believed that 
"food is a unique commodity 
and a sacred resource" and 
that the free market system, 
"especially the impact of the 
large corporations" must be 
modified "when it stands in the 
way of justice " 
In the past, for example in 
the civil rights movement, 
there has been 
a general 
parting of the ways between 
church leaders and church 


membership when an issue 
moves 
into 
the 
realm 
of 
tampering with this nation’s 
economic status quo 
The executive council of the 3 
million 
member 
Episcopal 
Church, in adopting its general 
plan for meeting the food 
problem declared: "The long 
term 
necessity 
is 
dedistribution of the world’s 
available resources so that all 
peoples are able, not only to 
sustain life, but to achieve with 
dignity the highest possible 
quality of life." 
Such redistribution, the coun­ 
cil admitted, is "a complex 
task" 
but 
it would 
mean 
"altering our economic, politi­ 
cal and social systems to allow 
for and insure sufficient pro­ 
duction and equitable distribu­ 
tion of scarce world resources 
—food, 
energy, 
water 
and 
fertilizer." 
Such analyses, if followed 
through by the churches to 
specific policy proposals, are 
going to demand of people in 
the pews a commitment beyond 
giving up one meal a week or 
finding an extra dollar in their 
pockets for a starving child

In Rom 8:4 Paul states “ that the righteousness of the law might be 
fulfilled in us." ie,, true believers Jesus Christ perfectly kept the law 
and died a penal death for its violation in behalf of the believer His 
perfect obedience to the law in precept and penalty is imputed to the 
believing sinner—here referred to as US “ who walk not after (under 
the dominion of) the flesh, but after < under the dominion of) the Spirit 
In verses 4, 5, 8, 9, 12, 13 the word "flesh” , and in verse 6-“ carnally” 
and verse 7—“ carnal” —the words refer'to human nature—apart from 
divine influence, prone to sin and opposed to God Rom 8 5 For they 
that are after (under the dominion of) the flesh do mind the things of 


necessarily mean that he is one “ To give that which is holy unto dogs 
and to cast the pearls before swine", is plainly prohibited by Christ 
Matt 7 6 In Cor 10, he gives the example of Israel, who, although 
delivered or saved out of Egypt, many perished in the wilderness 
because of their rebellion against God In verses 6-12 he plainly warns 
them that if they rebel against Christ, they will perish eternally in spite 
of their profession of faith in Christ— it is so today also 


the flesh; but they that are after (under the dominion of»the Spirit the 
things of the Spirit. Rom. 8:6 “ For to be carnally minded (for the mind 
of the flesh) is death; but to be spiritually minded (but the mind of the 
Spirit) is life and peace ” Rom 8:7 “ Because the carnal mind (mind of 
the flesh) is enmity against God: for it is not subject to the law of God, 
neither indeed can be ” Rom. 8 8 “ So then they that are in the flesh 
CANNOT PLEA SE GOD ” Rom 8:9 “ But ye (true believers) are not 
in the flesh, but in the Spirit.

Y E SHALL DIE: (ETERN A LLY) but if ye through the Spirit 
do mortify (put to death) the deeds of the body, ye shall live ” 
Do not be deceived by false prophets, neither be self-deceived If you 
are a "Carnal Christian” you are not in union with Jesus Christ, and 
are yet in your sins 
(41 He does not love the world. 
“ Love not the world, neither the things that are in the world If any 
man love the world, the love of the Father is not in him For all that is 
in the world, the lust of the flesh, and the lust of the eyes, and the pride 
of life, is not of the Father, but is of the world And the world passeth 
away, and the lust thereof BUT HE THAT DOETH (PRACTICES) 
THE W ILL OF GOD ABIDETH FOREVER " I John 2:15-17 “ Who 
gave himself for our i the believer's i sins, that < in order that—showing 
the purpose for which He died i he might deliver us from this present 
evil world (age), according to the will of God and our Father ” Gal 
1:4 In what do you delight? What supremely occupies your heart9 Is it 
the things of the world, or the person of Christ? If it is the things of this

If 
not you shall never see God. “ That which is highly esteemed among 
men is abomination in the sight of God ” Luke 16:15. 
(6) God’s word works effectually in his life “ For this cause also thank 
we God without ceasing, because, when ye received the word of God 
which ye heard of us, ye received it not as the word of men. but as it is 
in truth, the word of God, WHICH EFFECTUALLY WORKETH ALSO 
IN YOU THAT BELIEV E. 
I Thess. 2:13. Most professing Christians 
do not read the word of God from Sunday to Sunday. Many of them do 
not read it at all. No person handling the word of God in such a manner

The person who loves life (John 12:£ji 
is the person who, from a fear of losing the wealth, or honors, or 
pleasures of this life, or life itself—from fear of exposing himself to 
poverty, contempt, suffering, and death—neglects duty, or commits 
sin—refuses to become a follower of Christ, or, having become one, 
abandons his profession, or acts a part unworthy of it That person 
shall lose his life in a far higher sense than he has retained it—he shall 
lose his soul He shall not cease to exist, but his everlasting existence 
shall be but a capacity of feeling everlasting loss—of enduring 
everlasting misery He who hates his own life, is he who acts as if he 
considered wealth, honor, pleasure, life itself, as things of 
comparatively no value, brought into competition with the claims of 
truth and duty—who readily sacrifices the former to the latter—who, 
when these things claim to be regarded above these, rejects the claim, 
and readily parts with all rather than disobey God or deny Christ That 
person shall keep, guard, preserve, his life, to eternal life; when he 
seems to be throwing away his life, he is securing it. The terms of 
discipleship are unaltered, and unalterable. Are we thus servants of 
Christ9 We call HIM Lord, Lord; but are we following HIM in self- 
denied service and suffering9 Are we lovers of our lives in the sense 
which HE requires us to be haters of them9 ie., are we lovers of 
ourselves more than lovers of HIM?—fonder of earth than 
heaven,—more taken up with time than eternity? Let no man be 
deceived—let no man deceive himself—on this POINT A mistake here, 
even though temporary, is hazardous—IF PERSISTED IN MUST BE 
FATAL 
We can have no part in making atonement—it is 
unnecessary—it is IM POSSIBLE; but we must have part in the spirit in 
which the atonement was made If we have not, we may rest assured 
we are not savingly interested in HIM; and continuing destitute of this 
spirit, we never can be sharers of the blessings procured by HIM No 
man who is not really disposed to lay down his life for Christ—to lay 
down his life for the brethern—to make HIS glory and their salvation 
the great objects of life—can have satisfactory evidence that Christ's 
death for sinners has become effectual for reconciling him to 
God.” —John Brown “ Let no dear child of God write hard and bitter 
things against himself as he reads this last sentence.

That was in 1962 And indeed before 
the year was out the idea of an effort to

Administration, which after the Bay of

had 
had 
quite 
enough 
of 
irredentism for one term The rumor 
circulated that the 7th Fleet, which on 


the one hand was protecting Taiwan 
from the mainland, would not permit 
Taiwan to launch an offensive against 
the mainland But even that difficulty 
did not deter the enthusiasts in Taiwan 
They reasoned that the collapse of Mao 
would result in an invitation to Chiang to 
return 
Instead, Chiang merely grew old, with 
grace, in his little satrapy Like Franco, 
and Salazar, he never developed much of 
an appetite to defend himself 
No 
memoirs issued from his palace. He 
made no trips abroad His spectacular 
wife did a bit of this, being more 
polemical by nature: but, finally, she 
too stopped, and after the consolidation 
of Mao Tse-tung following the bloody 
“ cultural" revolution, there was nothing 
much to do except sit there and wait for 
the inevitable. 
That came in 1971, when the visit by 
President Nixon was announced Within 
a matter of months, Taiwan had been 
ejected from the United Nations, and a 
majority of the nations of the world had 
discontinued 
their 
diplom atic 
recognition of Taiwan, capitulating to 
Red 
C hin a's 
u ltim atum : 
no 
ambassadors from any counti-y that 
keeps an ambassador m Taiwan. 
Chiang 
Kai-shek's 
name 
is 
still 
anathema in liberal circles, so resonant 
was the job done on him during the 
1940’s. It is however the fact that he 
never 
really 
governed China. 
His 
ascendancy was followed by three 
events: 
1) 
insurrections 
in 
the 
provinces; 2) an invasion by Japan; and 
3) a civil war 
I don’t know how Pericles would have 
handled 
the 
situation, 
under 
such 
circumstances. It is ironic that Chiang’s 
more frequently remarked weakness — 
the corruption of some of his generals 
and associates — he could only have 
dealt with by exhibiting but ruthlessness 
which, 
although 
it 
is theoretically 
deplored, is sneakily admired: such 
ruthlessness as Mao’s, and Ho Chi 
Minh’s One supposes that if only Chiang 
had killed more people, he’s have died in 
Peiping. 
Some day, people will get around to 
noticing that in the last 25 years of his 
life, Chiang presided over an island of 15 
million 
people 
who 
have 
enjoyed 
substantial liberties and great material 
progress, during the period that Mao 
tortured his country into the creation of 
Mao-men.

Public meeting law ignored 


“ It is the public policy of this state 
that public agencies exist to aid in the 
conduct of the people’s business and the 
proceedings of public agencies be 
conducted openly so that the public may 
remain informed ." So declared the 
Legislature in 1967. Despite this lofty 
affirmation of intent, how public are the 
meetings of the multitude of state 
boards and commissions? 
There is an axiom which must govern. 
In order for a meeting to be public there 
must be adequate notice of the time, 
place and purpose of it. In recognition of 
this the Legislature enacted section 
11125 of the Government Code which 
clearly provides all state agencies must 
give one week’s notice of any meeting to 
any person who requests it. Further 
provisions are that the notice “ shall 
include all items of business to be 
transacted" and no item shall be added 
after notice is given. 
Reading the law one would assume 
that anyone competent to hold an 
executive position with these agencies 
would understand that “ notice” must 
necessarily include the time and place 
for the meeting But such seems not the 
case. Further, it seems many do not 
even understand the clear requirement 
for notices to include items of business 


to be considered, let alone the specific 
requirement of advance notice. 
With some trepidation, for it is almost 
certain that many others are guilty, the 
conduct 
of 
agencies 
within 
the 
Department of Consumer 
Affairs is 
called to attention. Embracing more 
than 
35 
regulatory 
boards, 
this 
department 
religiously 
mails, 
on 
request, a monthly calendar of all 
meetings. The first problem is that it 
regularly arrives after the month, for 
which schedules are shown, is already a 
week to ten days old. It also fails 
completely to show the business to be 
conducted and, in some cases, fails to 
show the locale of the meeting. 
This, perhaps would not be fateful if 
these boards met regularly in the capital 
city. But they have a notorious history of 
meeting helter-skelter all over the state, 
often in such exotic places as Ahwahnee 
or other sites equally inaccessible to the 
general public. 
This problem was recognized by 
former director James Kehoe who 
sought to curtail meetings in swank 
hotels and country clubs where the 
average person might be discouraged 
from attending in such ostentatious 
surroundings. He also endeavored to get 
the boards to give a month’s advance

and administrative powers which they

w ith 
re la tiv e 
independence from externals. The ease 
which these powers can be prostituted to 
serve interests other than that of the 
public welfare depends largely upon 
what internal controls, if any, govern 
the operations of the boards. ” 
They could well have added that the 
low visibility maintained by the boards 
in the conduct of their meetings 
enhances in geometric progression the 
opportunities for such prostitution of the 
public interest. As it stands, the failure 
to give due notice as required by law 
places in jeopardy the legality of all 
actions taken at such meetings.
